CHAPTER 289

BUILDING APPROPRIATIONS FOR STATE UNIVERSITY AND FOR '
COLLEGE OF AGRICULTURE AND MECHANIC ARTS -

H. F. 8865.

AN ACT to make appropriations for the construction of buildings and the purchase of
land at the state university of Iowa and the Iowa state college of agriculture and
mechanic arts.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa:

SECTION 1. There is hereby appropriated out of any money in the
state treasury not otherwise appropriated, the amount of $500,000.00
to be used for the construction of buildings or purchase of land at
the state university of Iowa.

SEc. 2. There is hereby appropriated out of any money in the
state treasury not otherwise appropriated the amount of $5600,000.00
to be used for the construction of buildings or the purchase of land
at the Jowa state college of agriculture and mechanic arts.

SEC. 8. The said Iowa state board of education is hereby authorized
to use said amounts for said institutions respectively as in their judg-
ment seems best.
